Subject stated that he had taken up a collection in his factory 
section for the wife of a 17 June 1953 riot participant who was later sentenced 
to five years in prison for his activities. Subject's assistance to the woman 
recently came to the attention of the authorities and for this reason he was 
forced to leave the DDR. Subject stated that his brother had recently left 
Poland and had returned to the DDR after failing to opt for Poland. Subject 
himself had no contact within Poland and we decided not to work through him to 
his brother. He did give us information about his factory and about two reliable 
friends still employed there; the information was passed to the CALL Section. 
Subject was interviewed on 7 September 1955* 

b. HerbertaicHMDIXING . born 1 Feb. 1 914 in Odereck/ Znal liehau T last resided 
in Guban, Wilhelm-Bahm-Strasse j'i e, last employed with the East German RR in 
the Freight Section at Guben. Subject claims he was arrested in July 1950 
and sentenced to two years and three months in prison for "activities against 
the State". After his release he worked for the Sparkasse in Fuerstenberg/Oder 
and then was given his old position with the RR back on 1 March 1954* However, 
he received only the pay of a laborer for his white collar work and his family 
barely subsisted on the money. In addition, he was also informed upon because 
of his prison record. Because of these reasons he and his family left the DDR. 
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Subject gave both positive and operational intelligence on Guben RR affairs. 

We are considering disseminating the positive information and have incorporated 
the operational infomation into our files. Subject had no leads worth exploita- 
tion, He was interviewed on 4 October 1955. 

Adele%JNDT, born 5 July 1914 i n Reppich/Galaii r last, residence Goerlitz, 
Kirchstrasse 2,\last employed in the Freight Section of the Goerlitz RR Station. 
Subject became fbd up with the living conditions in the DDR and decided to join 
her illegitimate son who fled the DDR in 1953 and who lives in Oberpfalz/Schwarzen- 
feld in the Fedrep. Subject left the DDR on 8 October 1955 with a second illegiti- 
mate child, a daughter fourteen years old. Subject had no operational leads; 
she provided some information on RR conditions in Goerlitz which has been disseminated 
by the BOB Reports Section. 

d, Tilo 'SRESCHER . born 12 September 1935 in Weissenspring/Fuerstenberg, : 

last resided iiKFrankiuri/Oder, PusCftkinstrasse 14 'b, last employed "as mechanic 
with the East German RR in the Frankfurt/Oder passenger station. Subject fled the 
DDR rather than be pressured into joining the Vopo and because his pro-West orienta- 
tion was well known. Subject received packages of clothing and food from bis sister 
who married an American soldier and who now lives in the U.S. He also came under 
suspicion for this. Subject gave biographical information on a friend of his who 
is still employed in the passenger station but who also intends to come to the West ! 
in the near future. Subject's brother continues as a DDR locomotive engineer but 
the brother is very nervous because of also being under suspicion for receiving 
packages from the sister in America. Ihese leads were not considered worth ex- 
ploitation. Subject gave some positive information not worth dissemination about 
the poor general condition of DDR passenger locomotives. He was interviewed on 
12 October 1955 




. Slegf riedXBORKENHAGEN . bo m 26 Sept 1937 in Fors t, last r esidence Forst, 
Weinbergstrasse 13 VLth his parents, last~employed in the Inspection Service of 
the Forst passenger station. Subject served his apprenticeship with the RR at the 
F rankfurt/ Oder passenger station and after his transfer to Forst was told that he 
would have to serve two years "honorary service" with the Vopo prior to continuing 
his RR career. Subject's father advised Subject to escape rather than join the 
Vopo and after further pressure to join, Subject did leave. Subject gave us in- 
formation about RR affairs in Forst but told us that all his close acquaintances there 
had already come to the West. We have passed Subject positive intelligence to the 
BOB Reports NSeoJ^on. He was interviewed on 13 October 1955. 




f. Erich SCHULZ , born 31 Aug ust 1921 in Worin/Seelow. last resided Fra nkfurt/ Oder 
Karl-Sobkowski-Stra'sse 0 , last employed as an RR conductor on the Frankfurt/Oder 
Stralsund-Goerlitz-Magdeburg-Berlin passenger routes. Subject claims to have visited 
West Berlin regularly and to have picked up Western magazines and brochures from the 
West Berlin Amerikamhaus which he brought with him to Frankfurt/Oder and gave to i 

certain of his friends. Somehow the authorities got wind of these activities and ’ 

inasmuch as he also had been a British POW, he was warned by friends that the 
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authorities were keeping a close watch on him. Subject admitted attending a 
fourteen day SED Party School in 1953 with the stipulation that he later become 
a party member. Subject states that he was then able to get out of joining the 
party and that he had only attended the school to assure his transfer to position 
of conductor. Subject named the following Guben residents as being informants 
or co-workers .of Abe SSD:

Subject provided personality information on East German RR officials which we have 
incorporated into our files.

h. ArthurkoCH . bom 30 November 1925 in PetrikauZ Petrikau . last resided Halberstadt, 
Grudenbergstrasse 11 with parents, last worked as a laborer and mechanic with the 
"Maschinenbau Halberstadt”. Subject's firm manufactures maritime machinery and pumping 
machinery for mines. In view of Subject's Polish birth, he refused to be sent into 
Poland on an official trip for his firm because he thought that the Poles might make him 
remain them. He was worried about voluntary service with the Waffen— SS and about having 
been an American POW in addition. He thus left the DDR prior to departure on the trip. 

He claimed that he was not friendly with any other employees of the firm who travel to 
East-bloc countries. He said he had no relatives still living in Poland. He was inter- 
viewed on 17 October 1955* 
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h. Ulrich SWTLFELDT , born 17 January 1931 In Soldin-Neumark, la st resided 
Frankfurt/Oder, W^ldenbruchstrasse 11, last employed as an electrician in the 
Frankfurt-Oder passenger station. Subject was pressured by his supervisor to enter 
the Vopo and after Subject refused, he was warned by friends to leave the DDE. 

Subject gave some information about the Frankfurt/Oder passenger station and officials 
employed there which were already known to us. He could give no operational leads* 

He was debriefed on 13 October 1955*

last lived Walbroda/Dresden, House Number i>, lastT employed as a packer with the radio 
and telephone factory "Sachsenwerk". Subject was constantly harassed to Join the Vopo 
even though he did join the SED. He received poor jobs and poor pay, thus deciding 
to come to the West. Subject said that he had applied for permission to visit relatives 
in Poland in February 1954 and after a year of waiting finally received permission 
from the DDR and Polish Governments to make the trip. He traveled by rail via Frankfurt/ 
Oder to his father's farm near Scheikowitz on 16 May 1955 and remained there until 
8 June 1955. Subject gave some information not worth dissemination on living conditions 
In Poland and he turned in an official letter from the DDR Foreign Ministry which gave 
him permission to make the trip. A copy of his debriefing report and the certificate 
from the DDR Foreign Ministry have been turned in to the BOB MKTOPAZ representative* 
Subject's relatives in Poland were not deemed operationally exploitable. Subject was 
debriefed on 210ctober 1955*

after his release finally got a job with the\DSU Magdeburg on the Magdeburg-Fuerstenberg 
Breslau, CSR routes. The ultimate reason foASubject'a escape was dissatisfaction with 
conditions in the DDR and not as a direct resu lyfo f his imprisonment. Subject denounced 
the helmsman on the barge "Martha", one Wilhelm^JMN. bog n 1Qf> fs residence on board 

ship but permanent residence in Hamburg, has married daughter living in Magdeburg, as <x - 
probable agent of the DDR harbor police or the SSD. This could possibly be spite on 
Subject's part because FLINN was the person who refused to cover for Subject after 
Subject's arrest in 1955. Subject gave information about himself and about DSU methods 
which raised some doubt as to his bona fides. He was told to return for further 
questioning on 31 October but never returned to the meeting. We have tried to locate

He gave some 
information about RR affairs in Frankfurt/Oder which were already known to us and 
stated that since he was known as a political black sheep, no one ever became too 
friendly towaai him. He thus had no leads other than his father, idiom we decided 
not to attempton develop into the inside end of a mail operation. Subject reported 
that one Kurt BEhlHOL D . bom ca 1923 r former brigade engineer, and resident' of 
Frankfurt/Oder was arrested in July 1955 for espionage.

Fuerstenberg, Frankfurter Strasse 15 with his aunt, last worked with the DSU as 

a sailor on the Berlin-Fuerstenberg-Breslau routes. Subject came to the West rather 
than be forced to join the Vopo. He provided information on the DSU which we have 
incorporated in our operational files. He claimed that his frequent transfer from 
barge to barge with the DSU prevented him from making any close friends; he thus 
had no operational, leads. He was interviewed on 14 November 1955. 

n. HerbertFRj^UKlCH . bom 17 June 1928 in Ostrltv ./QoerT i last resided in 

Ostritz, Klosterstrasse 31’> last employed as a laborer with ELektro-Chemie" in 
Hirschfeld. Subject says he had to join the SED to keep his job with the above firm 
but that he refused to go to party schools. He did take part in civil patrols of 
his home city and after being told to inform on his fellow workers to SED authorities 
he again refused to cooperate. Subject states that his family and his wife were 
always against his membership in the party. Because of family disapproval and SED 
suspicion for not reporting on his fellow workers. Subject came to West Berlin on 

11 November 1955. Subject gave us fairly detailed border information covering 
obstacles in his area of residence. He stated in addition that Yopo soldiers had 
told him that the fences near the Polish village of Marienthal were defective and 
that the area was being used by refugees entering the DDR from Poland. We have put 
his border information in our operational files. He had no operational leads. He 
was interviewed onl7 November 1955* 

o. ChienterrQMry. bom 12 December 1933 in Neuentempel/Lebus, last lived in 
Ketzin/Brueckenkopf , Zlegelei 69, last WorkecTas a fireman on DOS tug number 731* 
Subject had no special reasons for escaping the DDR other than to remain with his 
parents who had decided to leave. Subject gave us a little information about un- 
loading procedures in Stettin and material transported on three trips he made there. 
He is not very intelligent and said he had never gone ashore in Stettin because he 
was too frightened to do so. He had no operational leads. He was interviewed on 
17 November 1955* 
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p. Johan apiINDORF. ^ born 30 December 1900 in Kolonowska/Strehlitz, la» t. 
lived Ramsdorf/Pegau Kreis tsoraa'^Rosa Luxemburg Strasse c/o Walter^ last employed 
as a miner in a Deutzen/DDR brown coal mine* Subject had no special reasons for 
leaving the DDR. His wife lives in Poland as do his two grown sons. He has not 
seen them since 1944 but is in regular mail contact with them. He hopes that 

his wife will return to the DDR as she has not optioned for Poland, and that she 
will then follow him to the Fedrep. One of Subject's sons works in the planning 
bureau of a steel factory in Poland and the other heads the chemical section of 
another. We are in the process of recontacting Subject to learn more about the 
sons. Subject ^^interviewed on 17 November 1955. 

q. GuenterTKUNZE , born 20 May 1930 in Nordhausen/Harz. last lived Nordhause, 

Spangenbergstrasse 1 co ^Schmidt, last employed as assembly worker with the VEB

than be forced to enter the Topo and the SED. In addition. Subject thought he 
might be held responsible for the corrosion of pistons in three hundredf»fctf|}rs being 
stored by his firm in Tangermuende. Subject gave quite a lot of worthwhile informa- 
tion about the VEB "IF A" which we are translating and forwarding to the BOB 
Reports Section. He himself was to travel officially to Bulgaria for his firm to 
repair exported by his firm which have in the meantime broken down there. 

He named two friends of his who also traveled officially for the firm but who were 
now in the West. He could give no other operational leads. He was interviewed 
on 16 November 1955.
